PART  I. 

FIRE,  MARINE  AND  INLAND  INSURANCE. 

Sprixgfield,  III.,  April  10,  1920. 
To  His  Excellency  Frank  0.  Lowden,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Sir:  The  act  of  June  20,  1893,  creating  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  as  amended  by  the  Civil  Administrative  Code  of  Illinois, 
directs  the  Director  of  Trade  and  Commerce'  to  make  a  report  annually  to 
the  Governor,  with  reference  to  insurance  matters  coming  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  laws  relating  to  insurance  in  this  State. 

In  compliance  therewith  this,  Part  I,  of  the  report  for  1919  is  respect- 
fully submitted.  This  ,  is  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  made  since  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  insurance  department,  and  the  fifty-second  annual 
report  relating  to  insurance  issued  in  this  State.  It  relates  to  matters 
pertainiug  to  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  companies  and 
inter-insurers  exchanges — fire,  and  Lloyds  associations  transacting  this  kind 
of  business  and  covers  the  transactions  of  the  department  during  the  calen- 
dar year  1919. 

Part  II  will  deal  with  legal  reserve  life  insurance  companies,  assessment 
life  associations  and  fraternal  societies. 

Part  III  will  deal  with  casualty  companies,  assessment  accident  associa- 
tions, inter-insurance  exchanges — casualty,  and  matters  pertaining  to  these 
several  classes  of  business.  They  will  be  submitted  in  separate  volumes  for 
reasons  of  convenience. 

This  volume  contains  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  the  com- 
panies doing  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  made  to  the 
department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1919,  and  which  at  this  date, 
except  where  otherwise  stated  herein,  are  licensed  to  carry  on  their  business 
in  this  State.  These  abstracts  show  in  detail  the  financial  condition  of  the 
respective  companies.  Statistical  tables  prepared  from  these  statements 
are  also  presented  herein.  They  show  in  form  convenient  for  comparison 
and  for  statistical  purposes  the  information  contained  in  the  statements 
relative  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  companies  and  the  business  trans- 
acted and  the  results  experienced  during  the  year.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  combined  figures  from  the  statements  of  all  the  companies,  other 
than  the  district,  county  and  township  mutuals  reporting  to  this  depart- 
ment, show  that  while  in  1918  the  companies  paid  losses  equaling  30  cents 
on  each  $100  of  risks  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  1919  the  losses  paid 
equalled  29  cents  on  each  $100  of  risks  in  force. 

In  1918  the  losses  paid  equalled  46  cents  on  each  $1  of  premiums  re- 
ceived, while  in  1919  they  equalled  40.7  cents  on  each  $1  of  premiums. 

During  1919  the  amount  of  premiums  received  by  all  companies  was  13 
per  cent  more  than  the  premiums  received  in  1918,  while  the  amount  of 
losses  paid  during  the  year  was  less  than  one  per  cent  more  than  the  amount 
paid  in  1918. 

The  aggregate  capital  of  all  the  stock  companies  included  in  this  report 
is  $15,244,786.25  more  than  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  stock  companies 
as  shown  in  the  last  report. 

The  amount  of  the  total  admitted  assets  shows  an  increase  of  $87,100,- 
530.35,  while  the  total  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities  shows  an  increase  of 
$64,407,805.32. 

The  excess  of  income  over  disbursements  of  all  companies  during  1919 
was  $150,745,006.87  as  against  an  excess  of  income  of  $122,200,155.46  in  1918. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of  companies  in- 
cluded in  this  report  is  31  more  than  was  included  in  the  last  report. 

The  net  surplus  of  all  joint  stock  and  foreign  companies  was  shown  in 
the  last  report  to  be  190.52  per  cent  of  capital,  while  this  year  it  is  shown 
to  be  209.23  per  cent  of  capital. 

The  total  income  of  all  the  joint  stock,  foreign  and  mutual  companies 
doing  a  general  business  was  $808,045,328.00  during  1919,  of  which  $747,600,- 
893.15  was  received  from  premiums.  Of  this  amount  they  expended  for 
losses  37.7  per  cent  of  the  total  income  or  40.8  per  cent  of  total  premiums; 
for  expenses  40  per  cent  of  the  total  income  or  43  per  cent  of  premiums;  for 
dividends  to  stockholders  of  stock  companies  and  policyholders  of  mutual 
companies  3.9  per  cent  of  total  income  or  4.2  per  cent  of  premiums.

The  above  figures  and  percentages  are  based  on  the  combined  figures 
of  both  fire  and  marine  business.  Dividends  are  excluded  in  computing 
expenses,  and  commissions  are  included. 

The  amount  of  insurance  written  in  this  State  during  1919  by  the  com- 
panies included  herein  -was  $6,204,511,010.15  being  $1,585,532,513.74  more  than 
the  amount  written  in  1918. 

The  total  premiums  received  on  business  in  this  State  by  all  the  com- 
panies reporting  amounted  to  $45,131,667.58,  which  is  $6,245,233.94  more  than 
the  amount  reported  as  received  during  1918. 

The  total  amount  of  losses  incurred  in  this  State  is  shown  to  be 
$20,144,213.22,  which  is  $3,917,697.76  more  than  the  amount  reported  as 
losses  during  1918. 

Computing  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  at  33%  per  cent  of 
premiums  received,  there  is  shown  to  have  been  an  apparent  profit  of 
$9,943,566.17  to  companies  on  their  business  in  this  State  during  1919.  The 
profit  on  the  same  basis  shown  on  the  business  of  1918  was  $9,701,436.00. 

The  average  premium  rate  charged  on  fire  business  in  this  State  during 
1919  was  $1.06  on  each  $100  of  risks  written.  The  average  premium  rate 
for  1918  was  $1.05. 

The  ratio  of  losses  incurred  was  44  cents  on  each  $100  of  risks  written 
and  42  cents  on  each  $1  of  premiums  received.  The  corresponding  ratios  for 
1918  were  42  cents  and  38  cents.

The  undersigned,  having  heretofore  been  appointed  receiver  of  the  Com- 
mercial National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  makes  the  following  report  of 
its  acts  and  doings  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1919,  to  the  31st  day 
of  December,  A.  D.  1919,  this  being  the  third  annual  report  since  the  under- 
signed was  appointed  receiver  herein. 

1.  A  short  time  after  its  appointment  through  its  attorneys,  Landon  & 
Holt,  it  proceeded  under  a  special  reference  before  Master  in  Chancery 
George  Fred  Rush  to  take  the  depositions  of  Harold  Johnston  Barbour, 
Secretary  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Thomas  F. 
McFarland,  Director  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
and  an  officer  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank  of  Chicago,  the  depository  of  the 
Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Mark  P.  Bransfield,  President 
of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  and  also  an  officer 
of  the  Auburn  State  Bank,  depository  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  W.  J.  Klein,  an  officer  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank;  and 
one  John  R.  O'Connor,  an  employee  or  manager  of  the  real  estate  concern 
of  Bransfield  &  McFarland,  doing  real  estate  business  in  connection  with 
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the  Auburn  State  Bank.  Growing  out  of  this  criminal  indictments  were 
returned  against  Bransfield  &  McFarland  and  Klein  in  the  Criminal  Court 
of  Cook  County,  and  the  undersigned  assisted  in  the  prosecution  of  the  said 
criminal  case,  and  they  were  duly  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  the  peni- 
tentiary. 

2.  There  has  been  no  dividends  declared  by  the  receiver  of  the  Auburn 
State  Bank  in  which  we  filed  a  claim  for  $75,000.00  and  in  the  bankrupt 
estate  of  Bransfield  &  McFarland  in  which  we  filed  a  claim  for  $265,000.00 
and  the  undersigned  expects  that  during  this  year  some  definite  disposition 
of  the  above  two  matters  will  be  made. 

3.  The  case  of  Fred  S.  James  &  Company  of  New  York  against  the 
Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  has  been  successfully  de- 
fended by  us  and  is  now  disposed  of. 

4.  The  case  of  William  G.  Farrar  against  the  Commercial  National 
Fire  Insurance  Company  commenced  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  libel,  was  on 
January  16,  1918,  dismissed  without  cost  to  either  party.  This  finally  dis- 
poses of  this  claim. 

5.  The  case  of  Dennis  T.  Kelly  vs.  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  commenced  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  certain  commissions  due 
was  successfully  defended  and  the  attachment  was  quashed  without  cost  to 
either  party,  thus  finally  disposing  of  this  matter. 

6.  The  Kentucky  Public  Elevator  Company,  a  corporation  commenced 
suit  against  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  at  Chicago, 
Illinois,  which  suit  was  commenced  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  and 
was  on  January  26,  1920,  dismissed  motion  plaintiff  no  costs. 

7.  One  Rapier  commenced  suit  against  the  Commercial  National  Fire 
Insurance  Company  at  Chicago,  Cook  County,  Illinois,  which  suit  was  com- 
menced in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  at  Chicago  and  was  dismissed 
no  costs  on  January  27,  1920. 

Attached  hereto  are  Exhibits  A,  B  and  C,  which  are  the  final  reports 
of  receipts,  disbursements  and  money  on  hand. 

A  report  of  receivers  acts  and  doings  was  tiled  in  the  above  matter  with 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County. 

Upon  leave  of  Court  had  and  obtained  and  Joseph  Frogatt  and  Com- 
pany, incorporated,  certified  public  accountants,  made  an  audit  of  all  the 
books  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  so  that  we  have 
now  a  correct  list  of  all  creditors  of  the  company.  The  audits  show  that 
there  is  practically  nothing  now  outstanding  due  the  Commercial  National 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  so  that  the  estate  must  rely  upon  the  payments 
of  dividends  by  the  bankrupt  estate  of  Bransfield  &  McFarland  and  the 
receivership  estate  of  Auburn  State  Bank  for  its  assets. 

Wherefore,  it  is  difficult  at  this  time  to  liquidate  the  affairs  of  said 
company.
